Croſs of Ed:mburgh, and to the Mercat-Crofles of the remanent Head-Burghs 
of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries of this Our Antient Kingdom ; And lthere 
by open Proclamation, make Intimation that Our ſaid Parliament is Adjourned” 
to the ſaid Eighteenth day of Axgai# next tocome : And Ordains theſe Prelents 
to be Printed.
